The report of Dr. Wilde, Minister 
of Education, for the past year, is so 
ponderous and bulky, that its great 
size must be accepted as our apology 
for not previously reviewing it. Minis¬ 
terial reports, as a rule, are not very 
interesting to the general reader, yet 
in the ‘‘informe” before us there are 
subjects of interest to all classes. 

To review a work of such great bulk 
it is necessary to subdivide the sub¬ 
jects into short chapters, the better to 
dwell on them, and extend, if neces¬ 
sary, on the Minister’s remarks. H.E. 
begins with the administration of 
Justice, which, “in limine,” he admits, 
is most defective, and we must compli¬ 
ment Dr. Wilde on the fair and 
straightforward manner in which he 
deals with the terrible defects which 
have grown, through long custom, into 
our judicial system. Reformation so 
sweeping as that which the Minister 
proposes, will need much time to effect; 
indeed we believe it impossible to carry 
out such great changes in a generation, 
but Dr. Wilde may prepare the public 
mind for the abolition of forms, cus¬ 
toms and‘tramites,’that have come down 
to us from the period of Ferdinand and 
Isabel, and it affords us much pleasure 
to translate the Minister’s vigorous re¬ 
marks on this all important subject. 

Respecting the administration of 
justice the Minister says:— 

“The Argentine Republic has not 
yet arrived at such a degree of perfec¬ 
tion as to be able to secure for the 
people prompt and cheap justice. The 
principal cause of this state of affairs 
may be ascribed to the want of uni¬ 
formity in our legislation, and I can 
compare the state of things in this de¬ 
partment to that of a picture repre¬ 
senting a head, with the wrinkled 
forehead of an old man, the eyes of a 
young maiden, the nose of a child, the 
mouth of an Indian, the Grecian con¬ 
tour with the Jewish cast of head. 

Such is our present legislation, in 
which figure confusedly the Cannons, 
the North American Constitution, the 
Roman law, the Indian law, the war¬ 
rants of modern creation etc etc. An 
optimist might look upon our legisla¬ 
ture as eclectic, but a practical spirit 
would soon detect a confused amalga¬ 
mation of absurd anachronisms, since 
a legislation beginning at the time of 
Moses and ending with Bismarck or 
Lincoln cannot keep pace with, or 
adopt itself to, our social progress and 
development. 

How then can justice be properly 
administered in the Argentine Repu¬ 
blic with such legal iustruments ? Very 
simply ; let the judges not observe 
the law to the letter ; let them supply 
the deficiencies with their own common 
sense and leave to one side the barbar¬ 
ous and antiquated errors, the applica¬ 
tion of which would be punishable wer e 
it not ridiculous. 

Such a state of affairs cannot long 
exist, and in view of these considera¬ 
tions it is necessary for Oongress to 
pass the reform and revision projects 
that have been presented to it during 
the iast 10 years. 

The project of the Commercial Code 
was presented in 1874. No one can 
remember when the Penal Code wa 8 


a com¬ 
plete system of revised codes, unless the 
Chambers choose to adopt them without 
discussion, and even without opening 
them. 

If such be the prevalent and univer¬ 
sal conviction, I should advise you to 
sanction the project I had the honor 
of submitting to your approval last 
year. Otherwise I can safely predict 
that the Argentine Ropublic will never 
have a complete, or perfect, system of 
administering justice. These projects 
for the revision of the codes are full of 
contradictions; but I maintain that, if 
they are submitted to close examina¬ 
tion and discussion, they will be full of 
other and perhaps more serious contra¬ 
dictions, These errors deficiencies, and 
contradictions will, when the law is pas¬ 
sed, gradually disappear, for they are 
susceptible of reform, once the law is 
in force. Not to sanction a law, because 
it is not perfect, is a serious error, 
which redounds to the disadvantage of 
the people. Laws are not oternal; each 
stage of social progress requires diffe¬ 
rent laws from those of the preceding 
stage.

POSTAL UNION ACCOUNT. 


Mr. Aristides Almeida, of the Sta¬ 
tistical Department, has issued the 
following official table, showing the 
arrival of immigrants from Europe* 
month for month, in 1884 and 1885, 
which cannot fail to deeply interest us 
all, admitting, as we do, that immi¬ 
gration is the mainspring of all our 
progress and advancement. 

It will be perceived by this state¬ 
ment, that instead of immigration 
falling off, as one of our colleagues 
asserted, it is immensely on the in¬ 
crease, since in ten months of the 
present year we have an increase of 
5973 immigrants over and above the 
Bum total of the whole of the twelve 
months of 188 4, which is a most truly 
gratifying picture.

The Minister of the Interior has ap¬ 
plied to Congress for a credit for 
51,257.60 m/n—due by the Post Office 
of the j: Argentine Republic to the 
Foreign Administrations of the Postal 
Union for the years 1883 1884— 

and as the Argentine Post Office has 
already collected from the public, in the 
shape ofpostage stamps, the amount, it 
is quite evident that no mattor what 
the difficulties of the Exchequer the 
bill has to be paid. Mr. Deputy Cello’t 
speech in moving the vote explains tin 
whole business. The following is hit 
speech :— 

“ This credit, as will bo seen by the 
meesage from the Executive springs 
from the difference existing between 
the Argentine Republic and tho other 
countries included in the Postal Union 
of Berne. 

In accordance with a will established 
rule since 1877 or 78, if I am rightly 
informed, the Post Offices of the res¬ 
pective countries coming under the 
action of this Union, send in a state¬ 
ment of the postal movement to the 
head administration, in Berne. 

The head administration, having 
duly examined these statements, re¬ 
turns them indicating at the same time 
the balance to be placed to the debitor 
credit of the respective countries. 

In 1883 our statement was sent back 
to us with a heavy balance to be paid, 
and the Post Office was in a position 
to cover all differences due; but as the 
corresponding statement was not to 
he found when the balance became 
due, the Post Office forwarded the 
money to the National Treasury for re¬ 
mittance, remaining thus without the 
means of covering its debt. In other 
words the Post Office did not pay the 
balance for 1883. 

In 1884 our ports were closed to all 
European vessels owing to the terrible 
ravages of cholera in most of the coun¬ 
tries of that continent, and this circums¬ 
tance was the main reason for not 
forwarding the statement at due time. 
The Post Office again handed the mo¬ 
ney for remittance to the Treasury. 
Well, our present financial difficulties 
account, no doubt, for the non-remit¬ 
tance of these amounts by the Trea¬ 
sury, and the immediate result is that 
the Argentine Republic is the only 
country owing money, to the amount 
of 2 years’ balances, to the other na¬ 
tions of the Postal Union. 

The project in question, therefore 
not only directly affects the credit of 
the Nation at large, but also the credit 
of every one of the inhabitants of the 
Republio, for we know that treaties 
affect every person forming part of 
nation. On the other hand the Uru¬ 
guayan Republic is constantly telegra¬ 
phing to know if she may draw the 
balances due her for two years. Our 
neighbor has every right to assert its 
claims. 

It is consequently in the name of the 
honor and responsibility of the Republic 
that the Committee advise you to sanc¬ 
tion this project, the necessity of 
which is urgent and cannot be ques¬ 
tioned.” 

The matter was then put to the vote 
and carried, so that the account will 
now be liquidated without further de¬ 
lay, and we may add that in all such 
clearing House accounts, whether for 
Post-Office or otherwise, it is usual 
that balances when struck are at once 
paid off, and not allowed to remain 
over from year to year as in the present 
case.

Were I to mention all the projects 
for the revision of the legislation, I 
should fatigue you. But I shall merely 
observe that if you sanction these pro¬ 
jects, the greater part of the difficulties 
and errors which constitute formidable 
obstacles to the administration of jus¬ 
tice, would be at once removod, and 
with the aid of experience we should 
finally perfect our judicial system of 
adminstration; in this manner we could 
emerge from remote ages and keep 
pace with modern progress and deve¬ 
lopment. 


These figures eloquently speak the 
tiue march of the Plate, which nothing 
can defeat, and we call our readers’ 
attention to the solemn fact that the 
ports of this Republic were closed 
against all Spain and one or two Me¬ 
diterranean ports for several months 
in the current year, which was always 
a severe check to our immigration, 
which mainly springs from those 
quarters. 

Except the United States, there is 
no other country on the globe that can 
point to such an immigration as the 
above, and the most remarkable fea¬ 
ture is, that all this immense human 
tide is spontaneons. 

We have no gigantic railway com¬ 
panies bringing out whole townslands 
and counties to people the lands along 
their lines. Nor have we lecturers 
going from town to town in Europe 
telling the people to come to Buenos 
Ayres. Nor have we pamphlets and 
papers, published at great cost, and 
thrown broadcast over all Europe, to 
foment emigration to the Plate. On 
the contrary, we have newspapers in 
England publishing the most defama¬ 
tory articlos against the Plate, but these 
London worthies may keep on writing 
until they are black in tho face, the 
world moves on without them ; their 
slanders, instead of injuring this coun¬ 
try, but injure their own people, since 
they keep them from coming to a 
country where, with industry and 
economy, they would make their for¬ 
tune. 

Judging by the figures of the fore¬ 
going table and the adverse circum¬ 
stances of the present year, wo should 
say that in 1886 our immigration re¬ 
turns will amount to close on 200,000, 
since the present year has been full 
of checks, and next yoar, what with 
the Lord Mayor’s Boulevard, the Ma- 
dero Port Scheme, the Lucas Gonzalez 
Railways, tho Port Works of Rosario, 
and the innumerable buildings going 
on in this city, work and wages will be 
more active than ever in this country, 
and the Italians, Spaniards, Basques 
and Swiss will flock in tens of tlious 
ands to our shores. The arrivals this 
year average 280 per day. 

No wonderland is rising, and ploughs, 
wheelbarrows and agricultural ma¬ 
chinery in greater demand than evor 
known before in the Plate.

FLABBY MANIFESTO. 


{From our own Correspondent.) 

{Concluded.) 

September 25th. 

We have not had long to wait for 
the confirmation of that view. Last 
night, at a great Liberal demonstration 
in South London, Mr. Chamberlain 
formally and virtually announced his 
secession from the Gladstonian clique. 
We all know his opinions and the mea¬ 
sures of reforms he advocates. He 
said :— 

“Whether they will be included in 
the programme of the Liberal party 
or not, does not depend upon me. It 
does not depend upon any individual 
leader, however influential and highly 
placed he may be. It rests with the 
constituencies—(loud cheers )—them¬ 
selves and their representatives. As 
far as I have been able to understand 
public opinion both in England and 
Scotland, there is a great and growing 
determination that the primary schools 
shall be free—(cheers)—to all, and 
that the hindrances which stand in the 
way of education shall be swept away 
—(cheers)--education, the chief and 
essential instrument to all moral and 
material progress. (Cheers.) In those 
country-districts with which I am best 
acquainted there is also a strong de¬ 
sire that encouragement should be 
given through the local authorities for 
the creation once more of that class of 
small tenants and yeomen farmers 
which has contributed so much to the 
prosperity of other lands, and which 
in our own at one time formed the 
most contented and most prosperous 
part of the population. (Hear, hoar.) 
If I am right these views will find ade¬ 
quate expression, and they will receive 
duo weight and attention from the 
party leaders. If I am disappointed, 
then my course is clear. I cannot press 
the views of the minority against the 
conclusions of the majority of the party; 
but it would be, on tho other hand, 
dishonourable in me, and lowering 
the high tone which ought to bo con¬ 
served in public life, if I—having com 
mitted myself personally, as I have 
done, to the expediency of these pro¬ 
posals—wore to take my place in any 
Government which excluded them from 
its programme—-(loud and repeated 
cheoring)—and in that caso it will be 
my duty to stand aside, and to lond a 


loyai jpport to those who aro carry¬ 
ing out reforms with which I agree, 
although they are unable to go with 
mo a little further. (A voice; They 
will.) The sacrifice will not be one of 
very great merit, for I have not found 
official lifo so freo from care that should 
be unwilling to fall back once more into 
tho ranks, and into a humble position— 
.(cries of “No, no”)—to loud what sup¬ 
port I can to the common cause. I 
will not venture to predict the result 
of the appeal which is about to be made 
to the constituencies of the Kingdom. 

I have a firm faith in the righteous 
instincts of the people—(cheers)—and 
[ believe that a great democracy free 
to express its aspirations, and able to 
give force and authority to its behests, 
will recognise its obligations to all those 
members, and especially to those who 
stand most in need of its sympathy and 
support—(loud cheers) —and will grap¬ 
ple successfully with the problem which 
has baffled the most learned philoso¬ 
phers, which has eluded the 'grasp of 
the most distinguished stateschlin—the • 
solution of which remains as the highest 
and noblest object of a patriotic ambi¬ 
tion. (Loud cheers, during which the 
right hon. gentleman resumed his 
seat.) 

Whilst Mr Chamberlain leads the 
attack on the home policy of the flabby 
manifesto, Mr Wilfrid Scawen Blunt 
in the Daily Notes of this morning ex¬ 
poses the meanness of Mr Gladstone’s 
attempt to cast the blame of his and 
Lord Granville’s blunders in Egypt on 
the heads of their predecessors in 
office. Why not,as Lord Iddesleigh in 
his mild way said, cast the blame on 
Clecpatra or Pharaoh, or even on the 
early indiscretions of Adam and his 
lady ? I should hesitate in accepting 
all Mr Wilfrid Blunt’s notions, but in 
this case his personal acquaintance with 
Sir Edward Malet and the diplomatic 
staff in Egypt, and his knowledge of the 
ins and outs of the Arabi question are 
of the highest importance. 

The proximate result of Mr Cham¬ 
berlain’s denunciation of Mr Glad¬ 
stone’s manifesto will be to at once 
divide the Liberal party into two main 
sections, headed respectively by Lord 
Hartington and Mr Goschen, and by 
Mr Chamberlain, Mr Morley, and othe r 
Radical chiefs. 

Neither Lord Hartington nor Mr. 
Goschen is of the intellectual calibre 
sufficient for more than filling the office 
of place-holder, whilst 
party, which possesses all the intellect 
of the day, and is favoured by the 
tide of events, has time to feel its feet. 
That process will require time; for it

PECULIAR PEOPLE. 


We believe that there are none of 
this extraordinary sect termed “Peculiar 
People” in the Plate ; nevertheless, it 
may interest many of our readers to 
know all about them and their extraor¬ 
dinary doctrine concerning the efficacy 
of prayer. 

The last Times publishes the follow- 
lowing wonderful case:—

Matilda Spalding, 
widow of the deceased, living ut 3 Para¬ 
dise-place, Woolwich, said that her 
husband had been ill some time, and 
they considered that he was consump¬ 
tive, but in accordance with the doc¬ 
trine of his sect, he would not have 
medical assistance. Emma Jennings, 
wife of a fireman on board the War 
Department vessel Katharine, said she 
was a member of the “ Peculiar People,” 
and had known the deceased 13 years, 
and was present at his death. Ho re¬ 
fused to have medical aid, because they 
believed that the Lord was all-sufficient, 
prayer and annointing with oil being 
all they considered necessary in case of 
sickness. They knew that there was a 
sickness unto death, that they all had 
to die at some time ; but if it were the 
Lord’s will He would raise tbejn up in 
answer to prayer without the aid of 
doctors. 

The “ Peculiar People ” were al¬ 
lowed to take spirits, but they never 
took them in excess ; in fact, they could 
not do so, for the Lord always guided 
them. The deceased’s wife gave him 
everything that was required in tho 
way of nourishment. Henry Wilcox, 
surgeon, Woolwich, said he was called 
by the police after death. He was asked 
whether he would give a certificate, 
and he replied that he could not do so. 
He had made a ‘ post-mortem ’ exami¬ 
nation by order of tho coroner, and 
found the body emaciated. The lungs 
showod no signs of consumption, but 
there were traces of pleurisy, bron¬ 
chitis, heart diseaso, etc, which compli¬ 
cations could easily ho detected by a 
modical man during life. They might 
not have been cured, but they admit- 


The following is a translation of the 
now expropriation law passed by tho 
Government of Entre Rios :—•’ 

Law. 

Art. 1—It is hereby declared of pub¬ 
lic utility to expropriate one square 
league of lands on each side of and 
along the Central Entre-Riano Rail¬ 
way, to be settled upon at those points 
marked out for intermediate stations. 
The Executive shall select the said lands, 
in accord with the Topographical De¬ 
partment. 

2—When the Executive shall have 
selected the lands to be settled on un¬ 
der this Law, it shall notify the pro¬ 
prietors thereof to make known, within 
the term of ninety days, whether they 
elect to populate the lands for their 
own account, or have them expro¬ 
priated. 

Art. 3—The proprietor who decides 
to populate the land for his own ac¬ 
count shall he bound to drive all stock 
from it, and subdivide it in accord¬ 
ance with the National Colonization Act, 
at the cost of the Executive, within the 
term of ono year. 

Within the same period he must 
establish on each league fifteen agri¬ 
cultural labouring families, at least, 
and so on in the same proportion dur¬ 
ing the following years, tho time to 
run from tho date on which he olects 
the winning to populate the lands on his own ac- 
1 count. 

Art. 4—Those proprietors who, at 
the expiration of the periods laid 
down in the preceding Article, shall 
not have complied with its provisions, 
shall be subject to have their lands ex¬ 
propriated at their market value on the 
date when the said periods commenced 
to run. 

Art. 5—The price for expropriation 
and the indemnization appertaining 
thereto shall be jointly decided on by 
the proprietor and an expert named 
by the Executive, with power to ap¬ 
point arbitrators. 

Art. 6—Should the arbitrators fail 
to agree, the law court holding juris¬ 
diction in the territory in which the 
property is situated, shall decide, un¬ 
der the Land Law of such territory, 
and according to the titles of the legal 
holder of the property, the difference 
between the party interested and the 
Government, by verbal and summary 
process, giving due weight to the re¬ 
ports of the experts named by the 
interested parties to support their res¬ 
pective cases. 

Art 7—The cost of the expropriation 
suit shall be defrayed by the Executive 
if the value be more than the offer, and 
even if it be less than what the owner 
a3ks. When the value is less than the 
offer made by the Executive, the costs 
shall oe shared by both sides. 

Art. 8—When the owner of the land 
elects to populate it himself, he shall 
be exempted from Contribucion Directa 
tax for ten years. 

Art 9—When the expropriation is 
effected the Executive shall order the 
land to be subdivided under the Na¬ 
tional Colonies Act. 

Art. 10—In each colony (settlement) 
the necessary land shall be set apart 
for ‘plazas,’ public buildings and burial 
grounds, wherever the Topographical 
Department may consider best. 

Art. 11 —Those proprietors who elect 
to populate for their own account shall 
be subject to all the provisions of the 
preceding Article. 

Art. 12—The Executive can sell the 
lands of each colony, wholly or in 
parts, at a price not lower than at 
which they were expropriated, the 
buyers being hound by the existing 
laws. 

Art. 13—When selling the lands by 
concessions the Executive shall allow 
for making the payment for same a 
period not exceeding eight years ; and 
it shall not sell to any single family a 
now concession until the first shall have 
been cultivated. 

Art. 14—Before disposing of conces¬ 
sions or colonies tho Executive shall 
draw up rules for everything relating 
to the sale of same, in accordance with 
the existing laws on colonies, and this 
present one. 

Art. 15—The proprietor whose land is 
expropriated shall continue to hold 
possession of it until paid its value and 
the fair indemnity. 

Art. 16—The cost of carrying out 
this Law shall be defrayed out 
of the loan authorised by tho Law of 
27th August of this year, if it be 
launched, and if not, out of the Gene¬ 
ral Revenue. 

Art. 17—Let this be communicated, 
etc.

Lord Mayor (A I year] may like to 
read the following which has been 
handed us by an American gentle¬ 
man :— 

“In 1771 the population of the City wa8 
of New York was a little over 21,000; 
and in 1786, three years after the close 
of the Revolutionary War, it had 23,614 
inhabitants. Tho several censuses taken 
during the past 100 years exhibit the 
marvellously rapid strides which New 
York has made towards her present 
In 1790, however, 

.e population was little more than it 
was in 1771; but by 1800 it had risen 
to 60,515. The remaining censuses 
are thus given:—1810, 96,373; 1814, 
95,518; 1820, 123,706; 1825, 166,086; 

1830, 202,589; 1835, 270,089; 1840, 
312,710; 1845, 371,223; 1850, 515,547; 

1855, 629,906; I860, 813,669; 1865, 
726,384; 1870, 942,292; 1875, 1,041,886; 
and 1880, 1,206,299. On only two 
occasions has the enumeration shown 
a decrease from the figures of the pre¬ 
ceding census. The first time was after 
the war of 1812, and the second after 
the Civil War. The population of 
New York City has doubled six times 
within a century—doubling, on an 
average, once in every 17 years. In 
other words, the New York of to-day 
is 64 times as large as the New York 
of 100 years ago. The rate of increase 
in the country at large is insignificant 
beside that of the metropolis. In 100 
years the population of the United 
States has multiplied itself by 16; bu 
the population of New York has in¬ 
creased at four times that rate. At 
the rate of increase shown by the last 
25 years alone—a rate diminished by 
the decline of American commerce and 
the influence of the Civil War—there 
are children now nursing who will be¬ 
hold a New York City containing no 
less than 10,000,000 inhabitants.

Although the premium udvanced this morn 
ln 8 '> th e rise fell short of antioiuations, owing 
to tho heavy sales of the bulls who let go 
thousands, und thus relieved tho market to 
great degree. Tho squeeze in the situation 
would have been critical otherwise, and the 
grip of the bullish clique may be gauged from 
the fact that gold rose, in spite of these salos 
and tf tho eight hundred thousand dollars 
lent to the market by one of tho private banks. 
When such powerful contingents failed to 
produce a fall, we may infer that gold is still 
short and that the bears must Btill buy back 
large amounts. 

Operations in gold for cash embraced 
§114,ooo; the market opened at 46, rose to 
46}, and closed at tho opening rate. Nino 
hundred thousand dollars were sold for the end 
of the month; tho premium opened at 46, 
rose to 46}, fell to 45.80, and closed firm at 
46.20. Operations for tho end of November 
amounted to $235,ooo; rates opened at 43 90, 
rose to 44, fell to 43}, and closed at 43.60. 
Over a million and a quarter changed hands 
during official hours. The market closed firm, 
with a rising tendency. 

Exchange ruled firm to-day at 471 to 47}d, 
but very little business reported. Tho money 
market rules easy. Government Bills are 
demand, but there are none on ’Change. 
Although gold has been supplied in large 
quantities, the market rules very tight, as 
can be seen by the heavy differences paid in 
backwardation. Some parties managed to lend 
gold for the next thirty days at 2 o/o this 
morning. 

Cedulas showed a much firmer front, owing 
to the news that, tho fresh issue of this stock 
would bo launched on the market next year 
only. This gives the market a little breatliing 
time. A few thousand Series E changed hands 
at 82, and F at 80}. One hundred thousand 
Series G changed hands for cash at 85 and 
85} ; over 80,000 were sold for to-morrow at 
the same rates. A few thousand were sold 
for November at 84}. 

The latest news from tho Mount is that the 
ex-Secretary of Legation, who is the author 
of the tremendous revelations about the new 
port contract in London, will be arrested for 
high treason, and that the editors, who ap¬ 
plauded liim and attacked the credit of the 
country and of the Government, will be all put 
in prison and tried for the same high criminal 
offence. 

The Commercial Judge has ordered that the 
Belgrano tramway be put up at auction on the 
27th of December, and has appointed Mr Ra¬ 
mon Gomez auctioneer. The up et price at 
auction is fixed at 3o,ooo,ooo§% of the old 
currency, or l,24o,ooo national dollars. The 
auctioneering fee, in case of sale, is fixed at 
1 o/o of the upset price. 

Mr. Angel Sastrc has bought 12o,ooo sq. 
yards of ground between Calles Caseros, 
Puente Alsina, Solis and Entre Rios, at the 
rate of 32 §% per square yard. This is tho 
highest price paid up to the present for lands 
in that district. The day is not far off when 
there will not be a single yard of ground in 
the immediate suburbs to be had under a dol¬ 
lar per sq. yard. 

The shareholders of the Gran Chaco sugar 
company will hold a general meeting on the 
9th prox., in the offices, Calle Cangallo 109, 
second story. 

The Rosario Custom House returns this 
month are expected to exceed 35o,ooo §/n ; the 
returns of the Montevidean Custom House 
will not be much under 700,000jJ)\ 

As some colleagues are moaning over the 
supposed decrease in immigration, it may in¬ 
terest them to know that the arrivals of the 
first ten months of this year are already much 
larger than those of the previous twelve 
months. The total arrivals of immigrants for 
1885 may be put down at loo,ooo souls. 

The Financial Committee of the Deputies 
have reported favorably on Lord Mayor 
Alvear’s proposed 6 o/o tax on tramway com¬ 
panies. This tax will be collected monthly, if 
the bill passes in Congress, as it will in all 
probability. 

The Health Board in Montevideo have re¬ 
duced to 48 hours the term of quarantine im¬ 
posed on vessels from French and Spanish 
port-, comprised in late decrees.

About 6 ,ooo arrobes of new wool entered 
the Plaza Once this morning.

It is high 
time for the Board of the Western Railway to 
follow the example of the Great Southern and 
build a spacious station. 

About ten thousand arrobes of wool entered 
the South Plaza. Affairs were active, but 
prices showed no alteration. Some special 
Lincoln wool fetched 112 % per arrobe, the 
top price of the day. Superior kinds were 
sold freely at loo to llo % per arrobe, prices 
ranging much higher than in the Once.
